SepL 6 — Zim- 
babwe Rhodesian troops using heli- 
copters strode 50 miles inside Mo- 
zambique for the second day today, 
and a military spokesman said they 
had killed “a significant number” 
of guerrillas and Mozambican sol- 
diers.

MOSCOW. SepL 6 (AP) — The 
Soviet Union has accused former 
Secretary of State Henry Kissinger 
of exaggerating Russian military 
capabilities to further bis political 
ambitions and to get European na- 
tions to spend more on arms. 

The Communist Party newspa- 
per Pravda said yesterday that Mr. 
Kissinger had his eye on a seat in 
the U.S. Senate while Tass said he 
was trying to p unmade the U.S. al- 
lies to help shoulder the burden of 
modernizing their military forces. 

The newspaper and the agency 
were commenting on Mr. Kiss- 
inger's speech to a recent confer- 
ence in Brussels on the future of the 
NATO in which he said the Soviet 
Union’s military potential would 
soon exceed that of the United 
States three or even fourfold. 

Pravda said that in order to get a 
seat in the Senate Mr. Kissinger 
needed the backing of both the 
Pentagon and the monopolies capa- 
ble of financing election campaigns 
so he was intimidating the Ameri- 
can and West European publics 
about the dangers of a Soviet 
threat.

FREDERICK. Md.. Sept. 6 
(UPIl — Jim Phillips sits in front of 
a computer console eight hours a 
day performing a routine job on 
what could be the world’s most cru- 
cial communications device: the 
“hot line" between Washington 
and Moscow. 

Every six hours. Mr. Phillips or 
one of four other technicians at 
Fort De trick will “talk" via tele- 
printer to technicians in Moscow 
on matters considerably less urgent 
than the future of world peace. 

“Hello, esteemed colleagues.” a 
recent message from the Soviet Un- 
ion began. “We receive you excel- 


lently. Alf is in order. How do you 
receive us?” 

Mr. Phillips replied. “Greetings, 
friends. We receive you well. All is 
in order. We wish you all the best.” 

There is no mystery surrounding 
the hot line, no specter of the presi- 
dent calling Moscow to forestall a 
nuclear holocaust, no similarity to 
the tense image of Henry Fonda 
picking up the red telephone in the 
movie “Fail Safe.” In ract. there is 
not even a red telephone. 

Visitors to the Fort Detrick hot 
line office usually look for a red 
telephone — or any telephone, for 
that matter — but the hot line has 
been a teleprinter since it was in- 
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Bell System 


stalled in 1963. Then, the system 
used transatlantic cables and termi- 
nated in the bowels of the Penta- 
gon. The equipment quickly be- 
came outdated and the original hot 
line printer now sits in the Smithso- 
nian Institution. 

The hot line was moved in 1974 
to Fort Detrick, about 45 miles 
northwest of Washington, to ac- 
commodate the modern equipment 
and antennae. Two 60-foot-wide 
dish antennae bounce signals off a 
Soviet-made Motnia satellite to an- 
tennae in Moscow. The antennae 
switch to different satellites every 
six hours, necessitating brief com- 
munications between the two coun- 
tries. 

The Fort Deirick hoi line sends 
and receives messages in Russian. 
A backup system in Edam. W.V., 
uses the U.S. Intelsat satellite and 
does its “talking” in English. When 
the leaders of the two countries 
"speak” through the teleprinters, 
their messages are in their own lan- 
guage. primarily to insure accuracy. 

Link to Pentagon 

If the U.S. president wanted to 
converse with the Soviet premier, a 
link would be established between 
Fort Deirick and the Pentagon, 
where communications experts 
could patch in the president no 
matter where he was. 

The system at Fort Deuick is op- 
erated and maintained by the 
Harris Corp.. a communications 
company. 

The only uniforms in the gray, 
one-story building on the base are 
the white coveralls worn by the 
Harris interpreters. Harris hires all 
the technicians and interpreters, in- 
cluding Mr. Phillips who came here 
from graduate school, 

Although the interpreters are not 
military personnel, security is tight. 
Armed military guards are posted 
across the street and the only en- 
trance to the building is operated 
electronically. 

Jim Offner. Harris’ dhirf engi- 
neer, said that the Russian linguists 
in Moscow may have the same rou- 
tine. but no U.S. citizen has been 
close enough to find out. A Soviet 
team got a look at the Fort Detricfc 
facility several years ago during its 
development, but U.S. military per- 
sonnel have not been invited to 
Moscow. 

“The Russians are very secretive 
about what they’re doing.” he said. 
“We have tours through here, for 
example school kids and tourists, 
but there is no way yew could get 
that close to the one in Moscow. 
It's not only that. They lend to tell 
i us only the things we need to know, 
and sometimes not even that Occa- 
sionally. they will switch satellites 
without telling us, and then our an- 
tennae will have lo just guess where 
it is in the sky.”

Injustice Cited 

One of the rare cases to die con- 
trary died by Mr. Thomas tfas a 
Kentucky Couji of Appeals case 
this year. In that case, a dentists 
license to practice was held to be 
divisible property; the couple was 
on the edge of bankruptcy and had 
little in the way of other assets. 
Typically, however, the court had 
strong reservations about treating 
such a license as marital property.

Doing a Favor 

A key Mexican official recently 
said here that “the president be- 
lieves he's doing Carter a Favor by 
offering to sell gas to the U.S.”

As they arrived 
in Mexico, however, they found no 
such agreement. Angered U.S. offi- 
cials then reportedly told U.S. re- 
porters that Mexico had reneged on 
the deal. This in turn Infuriated the 
Mexicans. ^ • 

Last week, the talks stalled as the 
two sides appeared closer than ever 
. io a settlement. Mexico had asked 
$3.75 per thousand cubic feet of 
gas. and the United Slates had of- 
fered $3 JO. Mexico proposed to 
split the difference and settle on 
$3,625. Both sides reportedly 
agreed. Then, according to a Mexi- 
can official, the United States tried 
to change the already agreed deliv- 
ery date from November to next 
April When he learned of this, the 
Mexican president reportedly told 
an aide. “That’s enoogh." 

The U.S. mission returned to 
Washington. The next day Mexican 
Foreign Minister Jorge Castaneda 
said no new gas talks were expect- 
ed. 
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that the president had acknowl- 
edged publicly that his handling of 
the Cabinet matter had been a mis- 
take. 

But some friends of Mr. Moo-

'Frederic’ Drenches Dominican Republic 

Storm Spawns Tornadoes in U.S.; 4 Die

NEW YORK, SepL 6 — The 
tropicai storm designated David 
spawned tornadoes and killed at 
least four persons today as it 
pushed through the mid-Atlantic 
and northeastern United Slates. 

In the Dominican Republic, hit 
by David with hurricane force 
winds last weekend, the death toll 
rose to 1.400. and authorities said it 
could reach 3,000. They said hun- 
dreds of bodies had been swept by 
floodwaters into the Caribbean. 

The situation was aggravated by 
another tropical storm, designated 
Frederic, which although weakened 
brought torrential rains today to 
Hispaniola and Puerto Rico. 

The U.S. National Weather Ser- 
vice said David caused tornadoes 
as it headed through New York 
State into New England. Sporadic 
power blackouts were reported 
throughout the area. 

A woman was found dead in Bal- 
timore and a man was killed when 
a tornado hurled him from his 
house near Philadelphia. Another 
man died on a bridge leading out of 
Washington in an accident caused 
by heavy rain, and a fourth was 
killed when a tornado ripped 
through his home in Virginia. 

Rains From Frederic 


Frederic was reported drifting 
across and drenching the Domini- 
can Republic, which occupies the 
eastern two-thirds of Hispaniola, 
and Haiti on the western part. The 
island was soaked by David last 
weet with the Dominican Repub- 
lic taking the brunt of the storm. 

Floodwaters from David created 
two giant lakes each about 40 miles 
long in the northern part of the Do- 
minican Republic. It was not 
known how many were killed by 
the flooding but officials predicted 
that the final toll could be as high 
as 3,000. 

“The primary problem [with 


Frederic] is that the rainfall n af- 
fecting those areas that don' 1 , need 
any more rainfall.” said Neil 
Frank, director of the National 
Hurricane Center. 

Mr. Frank said Frederic which 
was downgraded from hurricane 
status Monday, had already 
dropped 15 inches, of rain on the 
Dominican Republic and JU inches 
in some sections of Puerto Rjco. 
Sea swells of 12 to 15 feet or more 
affected the coasts of Puerto Rico 
3nd the Virgin Islands. 

China Incursions 
In Bhutan Seen 

NEW DELHI. Sept. 6 iAPj — 
Chinese border troops have crossed 
into the Himalayan kingdom of 
Bhutan several times in "the tast 
month and the Chinese government 
has ignored protests by both Bhu- 
tan and India, the Times of India 
reported today. 

"Most of the intrusions, in each 
case several kilometers deep.” took 
place from the Chumbi Valley, a 
tongue of Chinese-ruled Tibet that 
juts' between western Bhutan and 
Indian Sikkim, the newsaper said. 
The Chumbi Valley is about 30 
miles from Thimbu, the capital of 
Bhutan. 

According to the paper, most of 
the incursions occurred when local 
peasants drove animals across the 
border into Bhutan. When chal- 
lenged by Bhutanese officials, the 
peasants ' called Tor support from 
Chinese frontier guards and militia- 
men. There were several confronta- 
tions but no shooting, the paper 
uid. 


At noon today, Frederic was cen- 
tered about 700 miles southeast of 
Miami. Its highest winds were 45 
mph. with gale-force winds extend- 
ing 150 miles north and 10U miles 
south of the center. Gale warnings 
were in effect for tire southeast 
Bahamas, the Turks and Caicos is- 
lands and Hispaniola 

U.S. Relief Effort 

A tropical depression is designat- 
ed a tropical storm when sustained 
winds reach 39 mph. A tropical 
storm becomes a hurricane when 
sustained winds reach 74 mph. 

The United States today planned 
to flv relief supplies into the Do- 
minican Republic but it was feared 
that heavy rains from Frederic 
would further delay the effort. 

Airlifts of supplies to Santo 
Domingo from Puerto Rico's Roo- 
sevelt Roads U.S. Navy base were 
suspended yesterday after airports 
on both islands were shut down. 

Santo Domingo's civil defense 
emergency radio network yesterday 
warned the 5.5 million Dominican 
residents that Frederic was dump- 
ing heavy rainfall all over the coun- 
try and that serious flooding would 
inevitably occur in the nexi two 
davs. 

Pilots who have flown over the 
country report “bodies floating 
around all over." One source said. 
“There must be thousands and 
thousands of people dead out 
there." 

Meanwhile, a new storm, called 
Gloria, was 750 miles northwest of 
the Cape Verde Islands, off the 
western cape of Africa. It had sus- 
tained winds of 45 mph and was 
moving west northwest at 15 to 20 
mph. 


Young Arrives in Liberia 
On Last Mission as Envoy 


MONROVIA, Liberia. SepL 6 
(UPIj — Andrew Young arrived 
here last night on the first leg of his 
final diplomatic assignment as U.S. 
ambassador to the United Nations, 
a 17-day trade mission to seven Af- 
rican nations. 

Mr. Young and a group of 24 
U.S. businessmen were welcomed 
by y Liberia’s acting foreign minis- 
ter, Siafa Sherman. 

Mr. Young said that he hoped 
that the trip would achieve a better 
understanding by U.S. business- 
men of the needs and opporumites 
of African nations. He said that the 
trade mission would "begin to 
break down some of those miscon- 
ceptions and misunderstandings” 
in the U.S. approach to trade with 
Africa. 

Mr. Young was sebeded to meet 
today with President William Tol- 
bert Jr. of Liberia, the chairman of 
the Organization of African Unity. 
The U.S. group witi hold three days 
of discussion^ with Liberian offi- 


cials and businessmen before leav- 
ing Saturday for Abidjan, the capi- 
ta J of the Ivory Coasi. 

The group will also travel to 
Nigeria, Cameroon, Kenya. Tanza- 
nia and Senegal. Mr. Young is ex- 
pected to confer with the heads of 
state in each country, and the 
disputes in Namibia (South-West 
.Africa! and Zimbabwe Rhodesia 
are likely to be discussed. 

The mission was organized by 
the White House before Mr. 
Young’s resignation Aug. 15 after 
his unauthorized meeting with a 
representative of the Palestine Lib- 
eration Organization. Officials said 
that the trip was intended to ac- 
quaint U.S. businessman with in- 
vestment and trade possibilities in 
certain African nations. 

Mr. Young will remain ambassa- 
dor to the United Nations until the 
U.S. Senate has confirmed a suc- 
cessor. President Carter has nomi- 
nated Mr. Young’s deputy. Donald 
McHenry, to fill the position.

Cuba, and Soviet military activity in Cuba, 
have a special resonance in U.S. politics.

Thai is why the administration is right to 
ask that the combat force be dismantled. The 
Soviet- U.S. competition has either been 
channeled into less vital regions or it hasn’t. 
This is a good time to find out. 

If the Soviet government did not believe 
President Carter’s cool words of caution on 
this point at the recent Vienna summit, it 
needs now to ponder the hot rhetoric on 
Capitol Hill. TTte Senate has delayed the 
SALT hearings. Some key senators are invok- 
ing the Monroe Doctrine against European 
bases in the hemisphere. Some are even evok- 
ing the 1962 missile crisis, when a naval 
blockade forced withdrawal of Soviet nuclear 
weapons from the island. 

The contested Soviet troops are said to 
have been sent to Cuba over a period of 
vears. starting in the 1976. to augment a tech- 
nical team of about. 2.000 military men and 

4.000 to 6,000 civilians. What is new is the 
discovery 1 that they are now organized as a 
combat brigade. This small force, without sea 
or airlift capacity or fighter cover, poses no 
direct threat to the United States or even to 
unstable nations like Nicaragua. 

+ * * 

One guess in Washington is that the troops 
were sent as a token of appreciation — and 
security — when President Castro dispatched 
Cuban troops to Angola. Cuba now’ keeps 
about 40,000 of its 190,000 military person- 
nel in various African countries. 

But military tokens have political signifi- 


cance and Soviet tokens in Cuba are rarely 
friendly. Indeed. Soviet gestures to Cuba 
have grown into military challenges to the 
United States. The Russians agreed in 1962 
never again to establish nuclear bases there, 
but they have been straining to build other 
kinds. 

The United States has recently complained 
about semiannual naval maneuvers around 
Cuba and the construction of docking facili- 
ties for non-nuclear submarines. It has also 
protested and apparently arrested the arrival 
of Soviet pilot “advisers” and advanced 
MiG-23 fighter-bombers. For the Russians, it 
has become a dirty little game of catch me if 
you can. and maybe 1*11 stop if you do. 

Clearly, the Soviet leaders want to enlarge 
their military presence 10 the extent that U.S. 
diplomacy will tolerate. They therefore need 
to be made to understand that it will not be 
tolerated, as Secretary Vance said on 
Wednesday. Whatever the formal agreements 
in these matters. Moscow and Washington 
have tacitly agreed in a succession of danger- 
ous crises that certain areas are out of 
bounds for new military exertions. Cuba was 
foremost among them. Accommodation will 
develop on the basis of present spheres of 
influence and competition, or it will be dis- 
rupted by further confrontation. 

Having chosen a modest confrontation, 
Americans need to keep their wits and see 
this episode in perspective. It is not another 
missile crisis requiring plans for attack or 
blockade. Even a long and heated quarrel 
over the brigade should not become a pretext 
for scuttling the SALT treaty; it has obvious 
military value to the United States that is in 
no way diminished by some new tension. 

* * * 

The Russians want U.S. trade and loans 
and they need both U.S. wheat and oil tech- 
nology. Those are levers enough to force a 
brigade to disband, if Secretary Vance is giv- 
en time and room.

Too Many Refugees? 


Sen. Waller Huddleston. D-Ky.. raises a 
fair question — and certainly the one most 
on people's minds — about the administra- 
tion’s new refugee bill, which is about to 
come to the Senate floor. Given the relentless 
capacity of the rest of the world to generate 
refugees, he asks, how can the United Stales 
be sure it won't be swamped? His own an- 
swer is to allow refugee admissions, over the 
50,000 “normal” flow specified in the bill, 
only up to the overall legal immigration ceil- 
ing. Additional refugee admissions would 
come out of regular immigration quotas. By 
contrast, the administration bill would let the 
president consult with Congress to set the 
ceiling each year. This year, even without a 
new law. the refugee figure is about 200,000. 

* * * 

Mr. Huddleston is right in observing that, 
in these pinched times, various elements of 
U.S. society have reservations about accept- 
ing too many refugees. These reservations are 
deplorable or prudent, depending on your 
point of view, but they are understandable 
and they do exist. The senator is wrong, how- 
ever. in giving currency 10 the notion that the 


new bill would open the gates. Even if you 
can imagine a president’s ignoring the cons- 
traints of public opinion, the bill’s provisions 
for consultation on the refugee ceiling, not to 
speak of the requirement for congressional 
funding of refugee resettlement, ensure a 
continuing congressional rein. 

In fact, the administration's bill, which is 
supported by those legislators most experi- 
enced in refugee matters, is not an extrava- 
gant affair. It would establish a permanent 
structure, in place of the existing mishmash, 
for processing refugee admissions. It would 
bring the ceilings for “normal” flows, and the 
procedures for coping with “emergency” 
flows, into closer line with the requirements 
of U.S. foreign policy and U.S. tradition as 
successive presidents have determined them. 
But the bill would not preempt the more 
comprehensive conclusions expected from 
the two-year study that a Select Committee 
on Immigration and Refugee Policy was 
commissioned to make last year. And most 
assuredly, it would not allow in “too many” 
refugees.

To the Stars 


Somewhere out in space — the scientists 
know exactly where, but that is no longer 
important — Pioneer 1 1 is racing toward an 
unknown and unknowable fate. It has ac- 
complished the tasks for which it was built It 
is now headed toward nothing in particular. 
But it carries, on its side, a message designed 
to communicate that the earth and humank- 
ind exist if It should happen to encounter 
intelligent life forms elsewhere in the uni- 
verse. It is a fitting end for a spacecraft that 
told us more about a part of our solar system 
during the past weekend than all the scien- 
tists in die world had been able to learn in all 
the years that went before. 

* * * 

Pioneer 1 1. like most of the spacecraft in 
the exploration program, was remarkably 
productive. It completed its original mission 
of more than four years ago when it flew past 
Jupiter. With a few nudges from its earth- 
bound controllers, it then set out after 
Saturn. The photographs and data it sent 
back across almost a billion miles of space as 
it plunged through rhe planet’s rings and af- 
ter it looped around the far side will keep 
scientists working for years. Some of that 
information, no doubt, will confirm existing 


theories about Saturn and the nature of the 
solar system; some will produce new theo- 
ries. 

But, Saturn will never be viewed the same 
way. A few of the mysteries of the “mysteri- 
ous silver beacon" with “cup handles,” as 
Galileo described it in the 17th century, have 
been pierced. More will be when the two 
Voyagers now on their way to Saturn reach 
their destination. Saturn is no longer just a 
dot in the sky or a fuzzy image seen dimly 
through a telescope. 

* * * 

The inevitable question, when government 
finances such exploration, is whether the bits 
of knowledge that have been acquired are 
worth what they cost. The answer is that, 
standing alone, they are not. Little, if any- 
thing. has been learned from Pioneer 1 1 that 
will improve the quality or lengthen duration 
of life on earth. But no one knows whai will 
emerge when this spacecraft’s information is 
added to what has been and will continue to 
be accumulated. It is this search for knowl- 
edge about the earth, the solar system and, 
grandly, the universe that the Pioneer 11 
flight is all about.

W ashington — The prima- 
ry purpose of the 3,000-man 
Soviet armored brigade in Cuba is 
to protect an enormous new “com- 
munications intercept facility," 
which will give the Russians the 
ability to listen in- on most U.S. 
telephone conversations as well as 
to monitor transmission of data be- 
tween computers and from U.S. sa- 
tellites and missiles. 

The Soviet combat troops have 
secondary purposes — 10 provides 
“praetorian guard" for President 
Castro to block any coup attempt 
while his main force is acting for 
the Soviet Union in Africa, and to 
establish a “trip wire" to keep U.S. 
forces rrom responding to Cuban 
provocation. But the essential role 
is to guard the most sophisticated 
new Soviet electronic intelligence 
equipment from everyone, includ- 
ing Cubans. 

The Soviet “Big Ear" pressed 
against the coast of the United 
States has been under construction 
secretly for several years and is 
soon to become operational. That 
explains the troop buildup: with 
the most sensitive equipment goes a 
Soviet military presence. That hap- 
pened in Cuba in 1962. in Egypt 
until 1976. and in Cuba again 
today; the Russians never com- 
pletely trust their overseas allies. 

The Carter administration en- 
couraged this large-scale intrusion 
into the U.S. atmosphere by not 
reacting strongly (0 the beginnings 
of the electronic surveillance from 
atop Soviet diplomatic missions in 
the United States. When Sen. Pa- 
trick J. Moyniban, D-N.Y., protest- 
ed such timidity last year, the ad- 
ministration explained it had bur- 
ied top-secret communication wires 
for government business: officials 
did not seem to care about protect- 
ing the conversations of private cit- 
izens. or scientific interchange by 
computers. 

News of the new Soviet intelli- 
gence base in Cuba began filtering 
into the Senate this spring from de- 
fense intelligence experts angered 
at cutbacks in C.S. surveillance of 
Cuba. 

Some of this intelligence evident- 
ly reached Carter in June. Accord- 
ing to a letter written on July 27 
from Secretary of State Vance to 
Florida Democrat Sen. Richard 
Stone: "The President raised the 
question of the Soviet presence in 
Cuba with President Brezhnev in 
Vienna fon June 15-18) and made 
dear to him that a Soviet buildup 
would adversely affect our relation- 
ship." 

At that point, the Soviet leader ei- 
ther lied to Carter or ignored him; 
the two leaders .then embraced for 
the cameras and signed the agree, 
mem on SALT-2.

By midsummer. Stone — a 
respected, hard-line voice on the 
Foreign Relations Committee — 
evidently had reason to suspect 
Carter had been bamboozled, or 
that administration higher-ups 
were ignoring intelligence warn- 
ings.

Bui if — as is more likely — the 
Senate threatens to hold up SALT, 
and Carter goes on television with a 
stand-up-io-ibe-Russians stemwin- 
der, then Brezhnev can play che 
bargaining chip he has been al- 
lowed 10 create. 

Having brought about the crisis, 
the Russians will resolve it — at a 
price. When Carter sternly de- 
mands that the Russians withdraw.

In addi- 
tion. he will agree once more not to 
use the Cienfuegos naval base to 
supply Soviet vessels. . 

In return for their responding to 
our “demands" with such sweet 
reason, the Senate will be expected 
to pass the SALT treaty without re- 
quiring a buildup of u.S. defense 
forces.

NEW YORK. Sept, 6 (NYT> — 
One of every 13 women now alive 
in the United States will develop 
breast cancer ai some lime in the 
future. 

That grim statistic was repeated 
over and over to the 2,000 women 
attending a “national breast cancer 
teach-in” vesrerdav ai the Waldorf- 
Astoria Hotel. A' panel of physi- 
cians and other authorities, spoke 
and answered questions during the 
program, which was sponsored by 
the American Cancer Society. 

The teach-in. an innovation for 
the society, preceded the 2'b-day 
conference on breast cancer that 
opened today Tor 3.000 family phy- 
siciam and medical students. Dr. 
Erast Wvnder. president of the 
American Health Foundation, 
stressed the importance of decreas- 
ing the consumption of fats as a 
protection against the disease. 

Seif-Examination 

Dr. Anhur Holleb. senior vice 
president for medical affairs of the 
American Cancer Society, asked 
the women how many regularly 
practiced self-examination, and 
about half of the audience indicat- 
ed thev did. 

“More than 90 percent of the 
cases are detected by the patients 
themselves.” he said. But he cau- 
tioned that some women — in par- 
ticular those with extreme fear, 
obesirv or chronic cystic problems 
— should not be taught the proce- 
dure because they had greater diffi- 
culty assessing the symptoms. 

Dr. Benjamin Byrd, clinical pro- 
fessor of surgerv ai the Vanderbilt 
University School of Medicine and 
a former president of the American 
Cancer Society, discussed new de- 
velopments in breast surgery. Re- 
ferring to incre a s e d early detection, 
he said that the fact that “physi- 
cians are now seeing women at a 


far earlier date offers them a wider 
choice of procedures." But he took 
a firm stand in favor of radical 
mastectomy as the most effective 
way to guard against recurrence. 

Dr. James Holland of the depart- 
ment of neoplastic diseases at 
Mount Sinai Medical Center de- 
scribed a trend in chemotherapy 
that uses drugs in combination 
rather than singly “to cause multi- 
ple injuries to the cancerous cells 
while decreasing the toxicity of sin- 
gle drugs." 

Plastic Surgery 

Dr. Rcuven Snyderman. head of 
plastic and reconstructive surgery 
ai the College of Medicine and 
Dentistry of New Jersey that he 
could never restore original appear- 
ance. “What we can do is make a 
woman look presentable in a bikini 
or a bra." using slides to illustrate 
his point. NoUeveryone watching 


was impressed by the appearance 
of the reconstructed breasts. 

Margcrv Wiesenthal. a member 
of the board of directors of the 
American Cancer Society, discov- 
ered she had breast cancer 13 years 
ago. She pointed out that “doctors 
and nurses don't really understand 
the enormity of the situation. Then 
when a Reach to Recovery vo:un- 
icer comes io visit, you see a smash- 
ing looking woman in a form-fit- 
ting sweater and you realize that 
you can look okay too."

and business. Not one could be regarded as a 
militant who would share the views of Kate 
Millet or Germaine Greer, although they have 
abandoned the ' traditional Frenchwomen's 
role of being the power-behind-the-scenes. 

Most Frenchwomen are perfectly content 
to let the husband deal with the customers 
while they tend the coisse ; or let the husband 
do the driving while they give the gestures; or 
let the husband run the country while they 
run the husband. 

During years of dating Frenchwomen. 1 
never met one who offered to pick me up. pay 
the bill or drive the car. They may have worn 
the baggiest of sweaters and read Claire Bre- 
techcr as we headed Tor a Left Bank disco, but 
they strove for total femininity. They knew 
how to cook, smelled good, didn’t jog and 
most wore bras. The ones who worked, even 
in the business world, were moving up on 


their own terms, not through sit-ins or quotas, 
and the ones who wanted To move up — even 
on their own terms — were a rarity. For even 
one woman interested in pure power. 10 could 
not understand the typical male's pursuit of 
it. These women had other prioriues. and the 
main one was family, to which everything was 
subordinated, career included. U was not so 
much that they thought that French society 
denied them a career, as that they knew it was 
hard to have both career and family and pre- 
ferred the latter. 

! lived in this rarefied European milieu for 
15 years, personally immune to the winds of 
feminism swirling at home, with my well -pro- 
tected cocoon only occasionally pierced by 
visits Trod friends of friends at home. I gradu- 
ally became aware that the new .American 
woman was different from the one I had (eft 
behind. She tended to argue more, swear more 


and lake the initiative more than those of my 
youth. But these girls would return home after, 
a weekend or so. 

The cocoon was warm and felt secure, but 
in truth was full of holes. 

It started to disintegrate with the arrival of 
a young Yale graduate — an Eli. or in this 
case, an Elie. She had graduated fourth in her 
class at a lime when l didn’t even know girls 
were being accepted at Yale. 

She was one more friend of a friend coming 
to Paris, not just for a weekend or a week, but 
moving in to study at the Sorbonne. There 
was a' gap of not quite a generation but 
enough so that when she mentioned Joplin I 
thought of Scott when she was talking about 
Janice. 

Hilary was young but bright and sophisti- 
cated. She had been a graduate student of one 
of my best friends, so I tried to be exception- 


ally gracious. 1 naturally had other preoccupa- 
tions. but Hilary sort of grew on me. 

Over the course of two or three Jjtcv I 
naturally arranged everything — puked the 
restaurants, picked her up. chose the a mo. 
paid the bill. 1 was at my masculine CVrti men- 
ial best. One thing I had learned from my 
Lime in Europe was how t<> court a girl — the 
art of seducuon. so to speak. 1 wu> no; *oin 2 
to he just one more boorish American. 1 
would e\ en arm e bearing flow ers. 

You will therefore understand my surprise 
when, following a concert one evening fol- 
lowed by an excellent souper at Robert 
Valuer’s (next to Pied de Cochon in the old 
Les Halles). Hilary looked at me sweetly and 
asked. “Couldn't we have sex tonight?” I was 
dumbfounded. In 15 years abroad. 15 years of 
perfecting my methods and honing my styie. I 
had never heard the subject broached like 
that. This girl was a college graduate — an 
honor graduate even — and here she was or- 
dering up some sex like it was an after-dinner 
digestif. At the same time, the question was 
exquisite and. anvone would admit, irresisti- 
ble. 

Hilary ruined me. From that point on 1 was 
like a liberated prisoner desperately trying to 
make up for 15 lost years. My former fare 
suddenly seemed like the meagerist of diets, 
and I plunged into the world that had escaped 
me with all the fervor of a starving man. 

I had to relearn almost everything 1 had 
ever learned about sex. The liberated woman, 
I came to understand, regards it roughly the 
way 1 used to regard gastronomy. 1 discovered 
that women’s lib had done away with roles — 
men now did the shopping and women or- 
dered the wine — and occasionally the cigars. 
Chores were divided. On Saturday morning, 
you did the laundry, and she did the shop- 
ping. Or vice versa. But no more Saturday 
morning golf. I discovered that what I was 
just grudgingly coming to accept 'tad in reali- 
ty been taken' for granted by women at home 
for years. 

I had to master the new etiquette: Women 
are women and not girls or ladies. The new 
form of written address is Ms., and woe to the 
man who doesn't use it professionally. The 
new woman often does not cook and will joke 
about how she is looking for a man who can. 
My advice to young men starting out today 
would be to learn how to cook and. if you 
really want to succeed, sew. 

It is a long, painful adaption, but it is possi- 
ble. I suggest that men in Europe begin the 
process while they are still here. As J look 
back on my years abroad. I can only be 
thankful that Hilary came along. Because of 
her. 1 was able to learn the new ways gradual- 
ly. mixing them in with my old Continental 
methods. I received small doses of the new 
feminity slowly, it was gradual immersion, 
one toe at a time, instead of a swift winter 
plunge, bad for the heart. Without her. ray 
return to Manhattan would have been disas- 
trous. Even with her, it’s been hard enough. ■

When they 
recorded wetr Iasi album (“Some Girls”) jn 
Paris, they tilted the way things worked out.” 

; McGratir knows that’s hot the real reason 
these groups have abandoned Britain. Re- 
cording capabilities in France are on par with, 
but no better .than, similar stndios in other 
counUies. They have the same Dolby noise- 
redaction- units, Strader master recorders and 
multi-trad: boards. The- new digital equip- 
ment riertv' making headlines in the United ■ 
Steles will arrive in the. near future. Nor is it 
any less-: expensive lo record in Paris. An 
hour's 1 session the Pathc Marconi .studio 
costs just .over $200; renting the Studio Mar- 
cadet in Montmartre nms jusi a bit less. In

bring their ow engineers. . 

Obviously there is much more to. the 
French recording scene than large rooms and 
technical skills. France has become, by de-

. “Obviously some groups may be here for 


different reasons than the Stones.” he ex- 
plained begrudgingly. “Because of residency 
laws which afreet their lax status, they can’t 
spend enough time in Britain to record an 
album. And a lot of them have had problems 
with musicians’ unions in America.” 

“The tax consideration is paramount,” con- 
tends Frank Lipsik, head of Hansa Music 
France. “But there's more to it than that. 1 
think the Stones are very superstitious. They 
did very well with “Some Gins" and probably 
doo’i want to tamper with its success. They’ll 
use the same studio for the new album and 
hope it does as wdL And where the Rolling 
Stones record, others will follow.” 

Some credit is given to the physical sur- 
roundings and spiritual mood in Paris. 

“Visiting root groups simply thrive on 
Paris.” says Jean-Francois Favan, head of 
artist relations at Warner Brothers Filipacchi 
Music. "They like the fact that France is noi 
the center of ihe music scene with the tense 
atmosphere you find in L.A., London or New 
York. Tbey’re more secure and can get work 
done here. 

Adds Georges Blumenfeld. who opened 
Studio Maicadel in Montmartre last Febru- 
ary: "Yes made their last record in Momreux, 
and the producers told me they spent too 
much time in the snow. Paris doesn't have 

those kinds of distractions.” 

Claudia Policy, an American pop singer 
who records in Paris and backs up visiting 
ips. thinks there may be some truth to 
: assumptions. 

“The one thing you need when recording is 
sanity, and Paris is a very sane place. LA.'s a 
madhouse, and you're sitting with a bunch of 
cocaine-crazed musicians on an earthquake. 
In New York, you walk out of a strenuous 
session into the middle of Manhattan. In Lon- 
don. the whole industry is like a big machine. 

“Paris is very mellow. The cops don't 
bother groups who have had problems with 


drug charges in different countries. Thev let 
them come in and spend their money. Mick 
Jagger doesn't get bothered when he walks 
down the streeL. 

“You know." Polley continued, ‘The 
French treat recording music like they do styl- 
ing fashion and cooking good food; thej’re 
much more esthetic about it all.” 

Alan Parsons, who now resides in Monaco, 
says "Facility- wise, the French studios are as 
good as anywhere else. And for a non-indus- 
try city. Paris has come a long way.” 

France also gets credit for providing musi- 
cians with a more relaxed working atmos- 
phere than they find in other countries. The 
French studio that started the trend in the 
early 1970s was the Chateau d'Herouviile. a 
combination hotel-workplace. It was in the 
country, not as straight as regular studios, and 
artiste could work there in relative peace. El- 
ton John helped popularize the place when be 
recorded “Honky Chateau." Although the 
chateau has dropped in status, the French still 
claim they provide groups with a more re- 
laxed atmosphere than in the United Stales or 

are very deconircuie. very relaxed.” 
claims Serge Goran, director of vogue Stu- 
dios where Space records. “In England and 
the U.S.. everything is downtown and big 
business. Here we do it in the country and kt 
thegroups get laid back.” 

Ibis exaggeration of mellowness and mood 
is even Winning disciples among the artists 
themselves. Elton John doesnT even mention 
the lax considerations when asked why he re- 
cords at the Superbear studio in Nice. 

“I’m away from everything and never 
bothered," he says. 

It’s almost convincing enough to make vou 
think Earl McGrath is rijtht. The Stones just 
like it here. And if they didn’t, they’d go back 
to their native England and square up with 
the tax man. ■

MADRID — There was a smell of horses in the air and a hint of 
disUnt rain. The loudspeaker system was so inadequate that protests 
from the audience drowned out the opening number, and the show had 
to be suspended for hair an hour while the speaker system was adjusted. 
The place chosen for the spectacle was less than half full. There was not 
a new tune in the show. 

That was less than a month ago, not a particularly auspicious begin- 
ning for what — to the surprise of critics, music-lovers and even the - 
organizers — has since turned out to be Spain’s unchallenged show- 
business success of the year: “Anthology of the Zarzuela," or Spanish 
light opera, produced with circus-like extravagance at Madrid’s main 
bullring by Jose Tamayo. 

What began as a kind of “summer replacement" spectacle at the capi- 
tal's Monumental Bullring at the end or August, when many of the city’s 
(heaters and other places of entertainment were closed, drew nearly a 
quarter of a million spectators in its first 10 days and has now been held 
over until at least Sept. 8. With attendance at 20,000 a night, the bullring 
is fuller than during the San Isidro bullfights — and people are coining 
through word-of-mouth, not through any promotional activities. 

The genre takes its name from the Zarzuela Palace, King Juan Carlos’ 
and Queen Sofia’s official residence, where it was frequently performed 
for the monarchs of the 1 8th century, when the palace was a bunting 
lodge. But it has always been a papular an form, a kind of light opera, 


zarzuela frequently transcends the banality of its subject matter: It has 
consistently attracted Spain's greatest composers. It takes itself less seri- 
ously than Italian opera. It is. and always has been, a popular kind of 
musical theater, yet more enduring than the typical musical comedy. It's 
action-packed, predictable in its plotting; above all, it remains a living 
an form, with new works being created and staged with some frequency. 

Even the non-Spanish speaker can get the gist of the usually obvious 


plots. It is not hard to tel! who is in love with whom and »hr. 
villain. In any case, the music alone is rewarding enough, music ni 
by masters of centuries past, but by contemporaries and near coni 
caries, such as Isaac Albeniz. Amadeo Vives, Jose Serrano and 
others. 

The problem with the acoustics was partially solved the first ni 
the show could go on.

As for the smell of horses, what do you expect at a bullring

do, no matter how “popular" the prices. 

If, as one Spanish music critic suggested wryly, director Jose T. 
should be awarded two ears and a tail for his triumph in the ar« 
bullring is nevertheless not the only place where the upsurge in it 
in the zarzuela can be seen. A series on the zarzuela, produce 
broadcast by the state-run Spanish television network, has also an 
greater audiences than had been anticipated.

Warda: The ‘Algerian Rose’ 
To Sing at the Olympia

A top recording star of the Middle East % Warda sings in the Arabic style, with emotional depth and great powe

_ PARIS — At 14, she was known as a revolu- 
tionary firebrand, an Algerian singing her 
heart out Tor Lhe cause of her country’s inde- 
pendence. At 21. she caused a scandal in the 
Nasser government and was expelled from 
Egypt. At 34. she was begged to return to the 
stage by President Boumedienne erf Algeria. 
And. at 39. a household name throughout the 
Arab world, she’s coming to Paris to capture 
the French public, with a series of concerts at 
the Olympia in Paris from September 10 to 
16. 

Walk through the souks in Damascus, Jid- 
da or Tunis, and above the undergrowth of 
noise, you can pick out the vibrant and pas- 
sionate voice of Warda. the “Algerian Rose,” 
on the crackling cassette recorders. Like the 
Lebanese sinner. Fairouz. she sings in the 
tradition of the late Om fialihoum. the sta- 
tuesque. virginal dowager duchess of Arab 
music. 

Many Westerners find (he wailing, plan- 
gem quality of Arab music unapproachable. 
But it has u depth of emotion and power that 


even the unpracticed ear cannot fafl to appre- 
ciate. Its essence is improvisation. “I never 
sing a song the same way twice,'* says Warda. 
A single song can run half an hour, ebbing 
and nowing in a tempest of sound. 

Other Arab singers have tried to adapt their 
music to appeal to a Weston audience. War- 
da refuses to compromise. “Fll sing an Azna- 
vour song in French at the Olympia, on its 
own terms. But 1 won’t sing ersatz music, of 
the "Musiapha ya Mustapha genre.”

- couscous. While the others carefully slice their 
fruit with knives. French style, she sinks her 
teeth into a whole pear. 

She jokes about herself, self-mockingly ex- 
aggerating her prowess. Then, suddenly, she is 
serious, telling her cameraman — with the 
help of drawings on the tablecloth — just how 
she sees the next scene. She knows what she 
.wants, speaks quickly, intensely — in between 
mouthfuls of couscous. 

Despite her five-fool three frame, she does 
not seem to overcompensate by being tough 


or dictatorial. As the members of her crew 
arrive in the lot after lunch, she kisses each 
one on both cheeks, coos a “Bonjour Daniel” 
or “Bonjour Patrick” and offers a word of 
encouragement or advice. She says she doesn't 
have trouble with discipline. 

“It's not difficult bring a woman director. 
It's difficult bring a director. Things are al- 
ways going wrong. But these people, ihey’re 
big babies. 

“With young actors, it’s very tiring,” she 
continued seriously. “They constantly need to 
be reassured. They call all the time. But 
ihey’re also more enthusiastic. So you feel 
more responsible. Pm a mother, teacher, 
nurse; everything." 

Is the pressure terrible after such a success- 
ful first film? 

“Don't say that,” she answers. “It's formi- 
dable to succeed with your first film. Many 
people fall on their faces. But I'm a phenome- 
non. . . an unknown, a woman, on her first 
film, a hie Now I can fail many times. The 
doors will be opened for me for the next 10 
years.” 

“But I won’t fail” she adds, smiling. “1 
made terrible mistakes with ‘Diabolo 
Menthe.’ I didn’t cover myself. Sequences 
didn’t match. I didn't know how to ger what 1 
wanted from the actors. We did pirouettes in 
the cutting room. 

‘Tve learned things, and this film will be 
better lit. shot, acted and. . . of course better 
received." She laughs. 

The last scene of “Diabolo Memhe” has 
been called a copy of the last cliche in Fran- 
cois Truffaut’s “400 Blows,” and Kurys has 
been otherwise compared to Truffaut. 

Kuiys admits that, unconsciously, “you do 
retain things." but she rejects direct compari- 
son. 

“Do you think Van Gogh thought of Cise- 
ly, Monet thought of Manet?” she says, 
amused by her own chutzpah. 

As a child, Kuiys was a movie fan although 
not a “cinephile.” She went to see junk films, 
“anything.” Now, she admires Francis Ford 
Coppola and, especially, Robert Altman, for 
bis caustic critique of American mores. 

Although she calls her films “iniimiste,” 
she says she is emulating no one in France. Of 
the young directors woriting here, she admires 
Jacques Doillon, whose “La Drolesse” won a 
prize at Cannes this year. But she has no idea 
what kind of filmmaker she will become, ad- 
mitting that she is winging it. 

“Pm incapable of saying what kind of films 
! do,” she said. “For the moment, I am idling 
my life. I don’t feel I belong to a current, but 
in 10 years maybe I’ll be able to situate myself 
within a school” 

Although Kuiys and the other young 
French cineastes have not created a new 
wave, she is confident that something wifi 
come out of their work. “It’s our turn to 
speak,” she said of her generation. “1 think 
we'J] produce something. The problem in 
France is not creativity. It’s money; we don’t 
give the young a chance. But there’s no reason 
why the Americans would be greater than us.

The Boston Symphony Orchestra 
Barnstorms Europe

played before." explained Joseph Sil’.crsteir. the Boston Symphony 
Orchestra’s first violinist and concert master. 

Silverstein was trying 10 describe the spin; o: the Boston Symphony 
Orchestra's first tour of the European music fesmaiv which is to end 
this weekend at the Edinburgh Festival ir. Scotland. Tonight they plav 
Richard Strauss’s Ein Heldenfeben (A Hero’s Lifer and Beethoven's 
Fourth Symphony; tomorrow. Bartok's Music for Percussion. Celeste 
and Strings and R'avd’s Daphnis and Chloe. 

In the past two weeks, the BSO has played with some of the best 
orchestras in Europe, in Salzburg. Lucerne. N'lonireux, Be&ancon. Fland- 
ers and Berlin. The orchestra — one of America’s oldest and bearing the 
imprint of such legendary* conductors as Pierre Monteuv Charles 
Munch. Serge Kous&evitzkv and Eric Leinsdorf — uas also playing be- 
fore some of the most sophisticated audiences ir. the world. So far. it 
seems to he stacking up nicely against the European orchestras. The 
reviews have been excellent and. at Salzburg, ihe only orchestra to get a 
longer ovation was Herbert von Karajan's. 

"At home.” said Ozawa, “we play 22 different program* each season, 
but ihe audience remains basically ihe same. Sometimes I think they get 
too used to us. so we need the stimulation of a r.ew public. For example, 
at our first concert in Europe, the orchestra was tense, nervous and 
excited, but they played as they have never played before. It was like a 
chamber music ensemble. In fact, they were playing so beautifully. I felt 
they didn't even need me.” 

Jane Morris, wife of the orchestra’s general manager, thinks the tour 
has been “a second honeymoon for Ozawa and the musicians. Like ar>v 
mairimony. the relationship between an orchestra and its conductor has 
ups and downs, but Seiji and the Boston Symphony ha\e fallen in love 
with each other all over again, and during a performance you can feel 
the waves of affection flowing back and forth." 

Concert Master Silverstein pointed out that. “The festival audiences 
in Salzburg. Berlin and Edinburgh are among the most sophisticated in 
the world. On successive nights they hear concerts by celebrated orches- 
tras from Berlin. Dresden or Chicago. So you try harder." 

“The main difference between American and European ensembles.” 
Silverstein continued, “is that our various sections blend together better. 
Our choirs are extremely well matched, and this creates our basic sonori- 
ty, a uniquely beautiful' sound, tn the Berlin Philharmonic, on the other 
Hand, you always hear the clarinet as a clarinet or the oboe as an oboe. 
The sounds in tne woodwind choir never completely merge. It's impossi- 
ble to say which approach is better: it's a matter of preference." 

Although the symphony’s repertoire included some rarely heard 
works, they did not avoid old standards that would invite direct compar- 
ison with European orchestras: Ein Heldenleben. for instance, is a signa- 
ture piece of the Berlin Philharmonic, yet the Bostonians performed it 
on that orchestra's home turf. "We want Ihe Berliners to compare two 
signatures.” Silverstein wTyly observed. 

The symphony opened in Salzburg with Bartok's “Miraculous Man- 
darin Suite" and’Brahm’s First Symphony. 

The Bartok was a particularly brave move — the composition is noto- 
riously difficult, and Salzburg has the most conservative audience in the 
world', one that often objects to any post- Mozart music. But the German 
press received the Bartok with rave reviews, calling the performance 
“unforgettable” and signaling the orchestra’s rhythmic precision, inten- 
sity and darkly beautiful sound. (German orchestras tend to tune slight- 
ly higher than American ones. ) 

During the intermission, a Salzburg dowager who had frowned during 
the performance turned to her neighbor and whispered, “Frankly. I have

never cared for noisy music like Banok. but these Bostonians play it so 
well I’m almost convinced it isn't half so bad as it sounds.” 

Herbert von Karajan, one of the prime forces in European musical life 
for over three decades and a former mentor of Ozawa's, came to the 
concert and listened silently from the wings. 

The Brahms precipitated no end of arguments, with some members of 
the audience preferring the Berlin Philharmonic's interpretation: others, 
the Chicago Symphony's. 

The flutes — generally considered rather gentle instruments — pro- 
voked heated debates. “The Bostonians blow too hard. They force too 
much air into (heir instruments.” one lady remarked. “That's all to the 
good,” her escort replied. "At least you can hear them. When the Berlin 
Philharmonic plays, they're inaudible” 

Two days later the Bostonians triumphed again with La Damnation 
de Faust by Hector Berlioz, with Frederica Von Stade, Kenneth Riegel 
and Dietrich Fischer-Dieskau as soloists. Fischer-Dieskau is a singer of 
such suit ure that he could perform with any orchestra he chose. “It is a 
great honor for me to sing with the Boston Symphony on their first visit 
to Salzburg." the German baritone remarked, “dul it does seem slightly 
strange to be singmg French music in Mozart's home town." 

Later, during a break in rehearsals. Fischer-Dieskau spoke of his great 
admiration of Ozawa. “Some conductors direct like this.” he observed, 
keeping his limbs close to his body and using narrow and constricted 
gestures. “But with Ozawa it’s real movement; he exclaimed, suddenly- 
waving his arms around in broad and flowing arcs. 

Frederica Von Stade. the young American mezzo who has recently 
become well-known for her superlative renditions of French music, ex- 
plained the appeal of Ozawa and the Bostonians. “Working with Seiji 
and the BSO has always been a positive experience for me. Seiji's energy 
and enthusiasm are infectious; he infuses you with his own sense of 
conviction, his own terrific joy in making music." she said. “It has this 
Terrific joy* that the Bostonians have brought with them to Europe.” ■ 
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A Lot Happened on the Way to the Forum

PARIS — If* up. all right, and functioning. 
And u‘s starting to make big francs'. But it's 
not exactly whai its conceivers envisioned. 

The “Forum des Halles." the most signifi- 
cant architectural development to hit France 
since the Centre Pompidou, officially opened 
this week. Already it is being admired as "a 
crater of light"" and "art inverted glass 
pyramid.” And. if it achieves its goal, it will 
shift the city's commericai core Sack to the 
centrally located Halles area, once known as 
the stomach of Paris. But to the young French 
architects who designed it, Claude Vasconi 
and Georges Pencreac'h. it has been a seven- 
year compromise, j constant battle aga in st 
political whim, bureaucratic indecisiveness 
and abruptly wrenching design requirements. 
Such skirmishing has plagued the Halles' re- 
construction for “so long that the French, with 
winning cynicism, have grown accustomed to 
calling it simply "the hole.” 

Vasconi and Pencreac'h have seen it go 
through modifications they would never have 
conceived of — either on their drawing 
hoards or in their darkest dreams. “There is 
always a difference between a concept and 
»hat one can accomplish in practical terms." 
says Vasconi. With a beard and thinning, long 
blond hair, he looks something like a sensitive 
Canadian lumberjack: Pencreac'h. a philoso- 
phy professor. 

Vasconi and his quiet partner Teel that the 
forum is a success — but that it could have 
been far better had it not been for bureaucrat- 


ic bungling. 


The architectural flaws that resulted from 
that bungling are easy to overlook, because 
the forum is handsome and an instant finan- 
cial success. More than 90 percent of its 
40.000-plus square meters of commercial 
space has been rented — at annual rates as 
high as SEW a square meter. 

The largest tenant. FN.AC. the electronics, 
hook and record retail chain, has gobbled up 

10.000 square meters and expects to turn over 

30.000 customers daily. The forum has also 
hooked big-deal designers: Pierre Cardin. 
Yves St. "Laurent. Ted Lapidus. Daniel 
Hechter. Altogether the forum will house t>3 
fashen boutiques. IS restaurants. 14 shoemak- 
ers. seven interior decorators, nine beauty 
parlors and 10 theaters — six commercial and 
four an. 

There's garage parking for 1.650 cars, more 
space than on the entire Champs- Ely sees. The 
place also sits atop a network of Metro and 
suburban train lines: it's expected to draw 
about 150.000 people a day. 

The forum is built like a crater below 
ground level. One level is completely subter- 
ranean. and ihree strata of shops look out 
through gracefully arched windows onto an

open rectangular plaza — which sits 45 feet 
below street level. 

The arched windows create the sensation of 
a gentle waterfall of glass and light, but that 
pleasing effect almost didn't happen. 

The forum was a project strewn with unex- 
pected obstacles. Problem No. 1: As 
conceived in 1971, the plan was to bury the 
forum beneath a garden. It was a time when 
France was fascinated with underground 
parking garages, and some architects were 
even toying with building underground hous- 
ing developments. 

Vasconi and Pencreac'h. who submitted 
their competitive plans in July 1972, rejected 
the underground approach. Their concept 
won. 


“We wanted to build an underground struc- 
ture that appeared to be above ground." says 
Vasconi “It meant sacrificing 6.000 meters of 
commercial space, but we are certain now 
that, if we had not done that, the project nev- 
er would have worked. Less than 40 percent 
of the space would be rented now. It would be 
too dark 


Problem No. 2: Although die Forum was 
supposed to be integrated with other new 
buildings in the Halles area, no one could de- 
cide what or where those buildings were going 
to be. “We had to finish the forum without 
knowing what would be next to it.” 
Pencreac'h says. 


At first the forum was oriented toward 


what was supposed to be the site of an inter- 
national business center. Then, in 1974, those 
plans were dropped — for a garden. That 
meant reorienting the forum’s axis, even 
though part of the foundation had already 
been laid. 

Problera No. 3: Nobody knew what form 
the garden would take. They still don't. 

To Vasconi and Pencreac’h, the garden was 
crucial. Instead of having the forum enclosed 


on all four sides, as it is now, they planned to 
rard uie 


have the west side open toward the garden. 
An open-air theater would be built between . 
the gaiden and the forum, “The plan," 
Pencreac’h explains, “was to have the garden 
and the forum descend gradually toward each 
other with the theater in the middle." 


“The effect," adds Vasconi, “would have 
been to have people come oat of the Metro 
into the forum — and suddenly find them- 
selves faring the open-air theater, with the 

garden behind it.” 

The two architects desperately tried to get a, 
firm decision on plans for the garden. When .it 
was finally, apparent that none was going to 
be made, they derided to dose in the fourth 
side. “It is." says PencreacTv choosing Jus- 
words carefully, “something we regret-” 
Problem No: 4: Vasconi and Pencreac’h 
found themselves embroiled in a bitter stran- 
gle over the ground-level plan. In the forums 
present form, there are two rows of arched 
windows. The bottom tier is two stories high; 
the upper, only one story high and set back 
slightly, creating the cascade effect 
The architects had wanted the upper row to ■ 
extend IS feet above ground level — lo create 
a liaison between the forum and street levei . 

“It would have created the effect of haring: 
the streets actually flow into the forum itself,"'

Vasconi and Pencreac'h convinced their direc- 
tors to commmission a courtyard statue, in 
rose Portuguese marble, by Julia Silva, an art- 
ist they admire.

With the exception of Silva, none of the 
other artists who were called in to decorate 
the forum bothered to discuss their projects 
with die architects. “In this country, one hires 
an artist when one has a bad conscience,” ob- 
serves Vasconi. “The remit is rarely a harmo- 
with the ideas of the architect.

U.S. authorities intervened force- 
fully here and in the Far East to 
support the dollar in the quarter 
ended July 31, but a Federal Re- 
serve official said yesterday that

Scott Pardee, senior vice presi- 
dent of the New York Fed and 
manager of foreign operations, said 
the . Fed and Treasuy sold the 
equivalent of 55.414 billion of 
Deutsche marks (529 bfltion DM) 
and Swiss francs to buoy die dollar. 
This contrasted with relatively low 
ales of $656 million equivalent of 
DM. Swiss francs and yen in the 
preceding quarter, a period in 
which buoyancy of the dollar al- 
lowed the Fed arid Treasury for the 
first time in 10 years to pay off 
their entire combined swap debt, 
then about S6.1 billion equivalent. 

At July 31, the Fed had swap 
debt of S2D53 billion with the Bun- 
desbank and almost 532 million 
with the Swiss National Bank.

Energy-Saver 
On 2 Wheels 

TOKYO. Sept. 6 (AP-DJ) — 
A Japanese company has devel- 
oped an energy-saving, low-pol- 
lution, two-cycle engine for 
motorcycles. Nippon Clean En- 
gine Laboratory said today its 
engine is equipped with a mech- 
anism known as an active ther- 
mo-atmosphere combustion 
(ATAC) system designed to re- 
duce the incomplete combustion 
that is peculiar to existing two- 
cycle engines.

The Grundig Foundation will hold 
the remaining 23.5 percent stake in 
Grundig AG. 

In addition, (he Max Grundig 
Foundation will, through a new 
Dutch company. Meridiaan BV. ex- 
tend a loan of 400 million guilders 
to Philips’. This loan will be con- 
vertible into shares of the Philips* 
holding company at a price of 40 
guilders per share through 1983 
and 50 guilders a share through 
1989. By that time, that part of (he 
loan which has not been converted 
will be redeemed at par. 

The annual interest of the loan is 
3 percent. If Grundig buys the 
shares, it promises not to reoffer 
them for sale before 1985 and then 
at a rale of no more than one mil- 
lion shares per year. Philips' shares 
were last quoted at 23.80 guilders. 

Philips' said the transactions, the 
contracts for which were signed 
Wednesday, should contribute to a 
strengthening of the competitive 
position of the two firms.

The -chaotic second-round match between 
John McEnroe and Dje Nastase dramatized 
those variables more than anyone in the sport 
had. ever. envisioned..

. taken place On the court, bur also to under- 
stand one another. Bin Talbert, ' the tourna- 
ment director, called it “an ugly scene,” but 
for'raueiis that had nothing'to do with stroke 
production. ' : 

Tennis is the United Nations of sports.' At ' 
. the professmnal level, h is played by a more 
diverse group of individuals from more ooun-^- 
tries thnn in. any other sport Men's tennis is 
administered not by a commissioner or presi- 
dent, but by councils and committees that 
think they are-spealang for the sport, but in 
fact have only superficial authority. 


An.example of the jurisdictional impotency 
is the role of the so-called Grand Prix super- 
visor. This much-publicized “designated 
hitter*’ of the Men’s International Profession- 
al Tennis Council was established ostensibly 
to resolve tournament outbursts similar to 
that of'the-McEnrae-Nastase match. Yet the 
supervisor has no portfolio at Wimbledon, 
and although welcome at the Open, has no 
deriaon-Wring power there either. ) 

The men’s union, the Association of Tennis 
Professionals, lacks the nmsde and unity of 
the Professional Golfers’ Association. The 
top five men pros are not ATP members and 
operate fiefdoms that defy the association to 
test their independence in court. 

Recently die ATP and the Longwood 
Cricket Chib in Chestnut Hill, Mass^ agreed 
on an out-of-court settlement of a complex 
antitrust suiL Had the suit been made public, 
it could have spilled some erf jthe sport’s 
secrets oh conflicts of interest, player manip- 
ulation and personnel management. 

Much at this backroom politics is of little 
interest to the average fan. But the’ way the 
is managed arid packaged does affect 
tickeiholder. World Team Tennis con- 
sciously sold spectator involvement as part of 
iu Arena show before folding. Some effects of 
its five-year run have been felt at the tourna- 
ment level as newer, less-inhibited partici- 
pants embraced the sport as spectators. 

Night play also has created a more intense 
showcase for the sport During afternoon ses- 
sions at the National Tennis Center, ticket- 
holders may casually roam the field courts in 
.pursuit of interesting matches, lounge on the 
grass or nibble under tented eating areas. 

But nighttime is showtime, with the activity 
confined primarily to the stadium. It is more 
event than match, eroedally when Connors- 
Orantes, Connors- Vims or McEnroe-N astase 
are scheduled. 

Image has become the key word, particu- 
larly in the rdationshp among players, offi- 


cials and the public. John Newcombe has 
been out of the limelight as a player for three 
years, but still is in the top 10 of commercial 
endorsements. Martina Navratilova is a two- 
time Wimbledon champion who complains 
about being overlooked by the media in this 
country. John McEnroe’s pained facial ex- 
pressions are perceived by spectators as signs 
of displeasure and moodiness rather than in- 
stinctive methods of self-control and concen- 
tration. 

Spectators’ Specter 

The spectators’ feelings toward the players 
can shape their attitudes toward a match. If 
Rod Laver and Ken Rosewdl had been on 
the stadium court last Thursday night, the 
crowd would have taken sides, as it usually 
does, but its behavior would have been con- 
siderably more subdued than it was for Nas- 
tasc-McEnroe. The reason would have been 
crowd deference to toward Laver and 
Rosewall as players and personalities. 

Tennis’s problem is that no one directs the 
players. There is a nine-member governing 
council, but it is more like the UN Security 
Council, with its various internal alliances, 
than an independent body. 

Asking an umpire, even one as qualified as 
Frank Hammond, to control last Thursday's 
crowd, was like sending a missionary into a 
war zone with a gun but no bullets. Ham- 
mond was armed with a prescribed set of 
rules, but had no mandate. He was replaced 
for doing a job that fetches about S27 JO a 
day. At a tournament offering S536,000 in 
prize money, umpires are more slaves than 
citizens. 

Asking crowds to respect players when the 
players refuse to respect the umpires is the 
sport’s most serious problem, because it 
strikes at its spiritual fiber. In tennis, the fiber 
has been stretched out All that remains are 
shreds of decency. 


NEW YORK (NYT) — AJ 
Horwits of the Philadelphia Eve- 
ning Ledger was depressed when he 
caught the train home from Wash- 
ington. “I blew a tough bet today,” 
he said. “I had the Redskins and 72 
points.” It was December 8. 1940. a 
date that lives in infamy as far as 
professional football in Washing- 
ton is concerned. 

The National Football League 
opened its 60th season last week- 
end. and in the 59 that preceded it 
there never was a more memorable 
encounter than that 1940 cham- 
pionship. The Bears won. 73-0. set- 
ting a record for man’s inhumanity 
to man that will endure if the 
league lasts another 60 years. 

George Preston Marshall, the 
mettlesome Jaundryman who 
owned the Redskins, looked on 
from the stands — except when he 
turned his back to charge up the 
aisle and throw a punch at a dissat- 
isfied customer — and when his 
ordeal was over, every hair in his 
raccoon coat had turned white. On 
the sideline, benevolence enveloped 
the Bears* founder, proprietor and 
coach. Geoige Halas. 

Any review of the NFL’s six dec- 
ades must fix on the Sack of Wash- 
ington as one of the highlights. 
There were others, to be sure, and 
perhaps even more numerous low 
points. So insecure were profession- 
al franchises in the early years that 
in the 1921 season alone. 23 teams 
played at least one game in the 
league. 

It all began in June of 1920. with 
formation of the American Profes- 
sional Football Association with 
Jim Thorpe, the immortal Indian 
from Carlisle, as president.

EW YORK — The Lone 
Ranger is through. Washed 
up. He stands in a Los Angeks law 
office. Oriental rugs underfoot. A

attainder. 

The lawyer has 
handled people 
like the Lone 
Ranger before.

Jack by passing 
themselves off as the Lone Ranger.

Hornet, 
one more rendering of 'The Flight 
of the Bumble Bee,’ and we’re 
going to slap you with so many in- 
junctions you 11 have to hawk your 
Orphan Annie decoder and Co- 
comalt shaker to pay your court 
costs." 

The Lone Ranger is easier meat 
than most. He is getting old. He is 
64 now. His mask is deeply wrin- 
kled. Tonto urged him five years 
ago to see a plastic surgeon about 
having tucks taken in the eye slits, 
but the Lone Ranger refused.

The Lone Ranger’s reflexes are 
slow. He would like to leap aboard 
his fiery horse with the speed of 
light and gallop away with a hearty, 
“Heigh-ho.

The lawyer urges the Lone 
Ranger to look at himself.

Ranger” says the law- 
yer. “I'm talking big law. Now 
come across with that mask.” 

The Lone Ranger recoils. They 


always recoil at this stage of the 
interview. The lawyer remembers 
how the Phantom recoiled when or- 
dered to come across with both his 
mask and his fono-fitlmg rubber 
suit, remembers how ridiculous the 
Phantom looked when it had been 
peeled off him. His entire body 
wrinkled like bands left too long in 
hot dishwater. .

Animating Paris 

The entertainers are businessmen — 
vulgar , drunk, aggressive * 


P ARIS (IHT) — Quite likely Paris was the 
first city to have street people: the vaga- 
bonds or dochards. But. as in so many other 
things. Paris is now far behind. Cops keep the 
dochards on the move, the better subway 
buskers are foreign, the gastronomic push- 
cans of New York have yet to be seen, 
though how nice it would be in Paris to have 
ambulatory oysters, quiches and crepes. 

The mayor of Paris, possibly as bored as 
everyone else, has decreed that the city’s 
streets be animated. And so any public area 
these days is likely to be filled with humorless 
clowns, arthritic acrobats or white-faced 
mimes urgently, and not very convincingly, 
climbing imaginary ropes. 

Anyone who thinks that animation can oc- 
cur by decree would also believe that such 
animation should be carefully controlled. So 
the street people, such as they are, are careful- 
ly watched by Paris cops and (heir moments 
of spontaneity regulated by the clock. 

This summer there were small squeals 
about liberty of expression when the street 
performers outside the Pompidou Center on 
the Beaubourg plateau were told to shut up 
by 7 p.m. John Gucz. who plays the' musical 
saw and does an audience participation rver- 
sion of Three Liule Pigs, collected 38 police 
summonses and a lot of publicity during this 
. summer's silly season when he defended the 
street entertainers against official repression. 
**! have nothing against cops.” he told a TV 
crew, “but why ootner a clown?” 

A reasonable question, but in fact the qual- 
ity of the animation around Beaubourg has 
deteriorated badly and many of the fire-eat- 
ers. chain-breakers, story-tellers and other so- 
called entertainers display a lack of talent and 
an aggressivity (hat have destroyed (he 
center’s earlier bon enfant atmosphere.

Changing Atmosphere 

“The atmosphere is different. Everyone is 
grabbing for the best space.

Another regular says the plaza in front of 
Beaubourg is now just a tacky circus. “People 
came at first because they were attracted by 
the colors of the building's pipes, then they 
found themselves talking to each other. Now 
no one talks, they’re scared to — they think 


they’ll be accused of soliciting or selling 
drugs. There's no coman, just a lot of passing 
the haL The entertainers are businessmen — 
vulgar, drunk, aggressive " 

“You get a better class of people in the 
Luxembourg garden” Mouna says. “I’m 
turning it into another Speaker’s Comer, like 
Hyde Park.” 

Mouna, who calls himself 3n acrobat of 
ideas, has been haranguing crowds since he 
-abruptly exchanged the restaurant business 
for the street at the age of 40. “There was a 
funeral parlor across the street and 1 started 
thinking about death and how my life was 
floating away in bowls of fish soup,” he says. 

Bicycle Commuter 

The last true eccentric in the Paris streets, 
Mouna is a spiritual descendent of the earlier 
Latin Quarter farceur Ferdinand Lops, who 
proposed that the Boulevard Sai at- Michel be 
extended to the sea so that students might 
bathe more often. These days Mouna finds 
the Sorbonne rather dull and so commutes on 
his rickety bicycle each day from Montmar- 
tre. wl\ere he lives, to Beaubourg. 

Mouna wears a tape measure around his 
neck os well as a handy chain of safety pins 
and carries a variety of accessories from a 
small new broom (presumably to sweep 
clean) to a battered red toy telephone over • 
which he exchanges imaginary conversations 
with world figures. Over the years he has 
campaigned for everything from nuclear dis- 
armament to aid for Chilean refugees and is 
now gathering signatures for a petition 
against child laoor in the Third World. 

He has run. un noticeably, for parliament 
several times and has also had his knocks 
from the police. Once he was stopped for 
leading a procession in which everyone was 
chanting simply. We are happy, we are very 
happy. But by now he is so weQ established a 
figure that his presence is almost a sign of 
respectability in any public place. 

Mouna is aware of this. Asked if he intend- 
ed to cross the few hundred feet that separate 
Beaubourg from the new Forum des Hailes, 
he replied. “I'm not sure but I think not. Why 
should 1 be a walking advertisement for 
them?” 

The new forum, which opened with enor-
